DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 8-19 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 8 is indefinite because the wordings "as" in line 2 and "particularly" in line 5 
render the claim indefinite. It is unclear whether the limitations following the phrase are 
part of the claimed invention. See MPEP § 21 73.05(d). 

Claims 9-13 are indefinite because the phrase "a ratio" is superfluous. 

Claims 12 and 13, line 3, the wording "radio" is an apparent typographical error. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 



The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 

obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims 
at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application 
indicating obviousness or nonobviousness. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
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under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c ) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(f) or (g) prior 
art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 8-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103 as being unpatentable over USP 

5942056 to Singh. 

Singh discloses the features including the copper based alloy composition (col. 4, lines 
4-1 1 ) and functions of each element (col. 3, lines 20-59) except for the intermetallic 
compounds. But, claimed intermetallic compounds are material properties which would 
have been inherently possessed by the cast product. Therefore, the burden is on the 
applicant to prove that the product of the prior art does not necessarily or inherently 
possess characteristics attributed to the claimed product. 



In re Best, 195 USPQ, 430 and MPEP § 2112.01. 

"Where the claimed and prior art products are identical 
or substantially identical in structure or composition, or are produced 
by identical or substantially identical processes, a prima facie case 
of either anticipation or obviousness has been established, In re Best, 
195 USPQ 430, 433 (CCPA 1977). 'When the PTO shows a sound 
basis for believing that the products of the applicant and the prior art 
are the same, the applicant has the burden of showing that they are not.' 
In re Spada, 15 USPQ2d 1655, 1658 (Fed. Cir. 1990). Therefore, the 
prima facie case can be rebutted by evidence showing that the prior art 
products do not necessarily possess the characteristics of the claimed 
product. In re Best, 1 95 USPQ 430, 433 (CCPA 1 977)."
